'He moft accurate Obfervation of this Eclipfe we have 
^ received, is that of Mr. Cajfini, made in the Royal 
Observatory at Paris, published in the Journal des Scavans 
of the icth of June lair, the fubftance whereof is as follows. 

April ioth. St, N. Vefperi Mr. Caffwi, affiited by other A- 
ftronomers, attended upon this Occultation with Telefcopes 
of 2 1 and 70 foot, while one was deputed to take the Alti- 
tudes of % to verifie the time.

Together with this Oblervation is joyned that of/?. P.

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over againft the Southern part of the Cafpian Spot. 

The fame P. Bonfa has alio obferved at Avignon the other 
Eclipfe of the fame Fknet, April 2%th.fk. vet Mane. Thelm- 
merfion of the Center hapned at \h. 37m. 23/. on theEaft 
fide of the Spot Xenophanes. The Emerfion was at \h. i%m. 
2{f. between Seneca and Berofus, according to Riccioli, or 
ad monies Aicwos Hevelii, a little to the Northward of the 
Talus M<eotis. This occupation could not be obferved at 
Paris by reafon of Clouds. 

Another printed Paper about the Eclipfe of March 5 ifA,is 
fince come to hand from Nurenhurg, where it was obferved 
part, by Mr. I. lac Zjmmerman, and by Mr. Wurtz>elbauer> 
the fubftance of whofe Obfervations is as follows.

whence the Pendulum Clock, which had been fet by Aid- 
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tudes of the o the afternoon preceding, may be exami- 
ned.
